•  HIV /AIDS,  Africa 


Prevalence  (2007) 

•  Sub-Saharan  Africa  is  more  heavily  affected  by  HIV  and  AIDS  than  any  other  region  of  the 
world. 

•  Estimated  22  million  people  were  living  with  HIV  at  the  end  of  2007  and  approximately  1 .9 
million  additional  people  were  infecteawith  HIV  during  that  year. 

•  1 5-20%  of  adults  in  Namibia,  South  Africa,  Zambia  and  Zimbabwe  are  infected  with  HIV. 

•  In  Botswana  (23.9%),  Lesotho  (23.2%)  and  Swaziland  (26. 1%)  the  national  adult  HIV 
prevalence  rate  has  risen  and  now  exceeds  20%. 

•  In  sub-Saharan  Africa  in  2007,  1 .6  million  people  died  of  AIDS1. 

•  Sixty  percent  of  deaths  in  sub-Saharan  Africa  are  amongst  adults  aged  between  20  and  49  years2.

In  a  study  carried  out  in  Egypt,  dental  implant  sites  were  filled 
with  ozonated  sunflower  oil  before  the  placement  of  dental 
implants  in  experimental  immunocompromised  rabbits.

XI 0  Ground  Section, 
reveals  bone  implant 
interphase,  the  bone  is  less 
mature  with  cellular  osteoid 
tissue  showing  fibrous 
connective  tissue  &  blood 
vessels. 
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SEM  examination  showed  mature  bone  at  the  bone/implant  interface.  The  conclusion  of 
this  study  was  that  the  use  of  ozonated  liquids  -  and  by  extrapolation,  ozone  gas  -  lead 
to  an  accelerated  healing  with  mature  bone  formation  at  just  8  weeks. 

The  potential  of  reduced  osseointegration  due  to  oil  contamination  of  the  implant  surface 
was  not  seen,  as  the  use  of  organic  plant  oils  that  are  bio-compatible  would  lead  to  the 
expectation  that  tissue  healing  would  be  accelerated  even  in  immunocompromised 
subjects.

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CLINICAL  RELEVANCE: 


Scientific  Rationale  for  Study: 

Cyclosporine  A  (CsA)  are  known  to  interfere  with  bone  density  and  may  lead  to  bone  density 
loss  and  fracture.  Ozone  has  been  shown  in  previous  studies  to  accelerate  the  healing 
process.  To  date,  no  studies  have  examined  the  role  of  ozonated  plant  oils  and  implant 
osseointegration. 

Principal  Findings: 

Ozonated  plant  oils  applied  at  the  implant  placement  stage  and  during  the  healing  phase 
accelerate  the  healing  of  soft  tissues,  reduces  the  risk  of  infection  and  results  in  a  more 
mature  bone  formation  around  the  implant,  resulting  in  accelerated  osseointegration  of  the 
implant. 

Practical  Implications: 

Ozonated  plant  oils  offer  a  simple  application  and  predictable  end  result  of  advanced  osseo¬ 
integration.  These  ozonated  oils  are  cheap,  100%  organic  and  carry  no  risk  of  bacterial 
resistance  or  host  sensitivity.

The  findings  suggest  showed  significant  improvement  in  epithelial 
healing  and  gingival  health  after  topical  ozone  application  on 
gingival  surgical  sites. 

The  implications  are  that  the  healing  phase  can  be  shortened  and 
the  chance  of  infection  is  reduced.

Ozonated  plant  oils  control  infection,  accelerate  the  healing  of  soft  and  hard  tissues,  and 
result  in  accelerated  mature  tissue  formation  and  a  return  to  ‘normal’  tissue  formation. 

Practical  Implications: 

Ozonated  plant  oils  offer  a  simple  application  and  predictable  end  result  of  advanced  wound 
management  and  tissue  healing  /  regeneration.  In  cases  of  life  threatening  infections,  such  as 
HIV,  these  infections  can  be  controlled  and  reversed  by  the  use  of  ozonated  plant  oils. 

Ozonated  oils  are  cheap,  100%  organic  and  carry  no  risk  of  bacterial  resistance  or  host 
sensitivity  unlike  ‘modern’  pharmacology  answers  to  infection  control. 
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
